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HOW TO USE THIS LIST 


SUBJECT DIVISIONS: All the books are listed under broad sub- 
ject divisions and are graded individually. Many titles in the fiction 
section may be used as background material in several subjects. The 
annotation will indicate what subjects are covered. 


MAIN ENTRY: e.g. Alcott, L. M. LITTLE WOMEN  (Illus- 
trated Junior Library) Grosset (McLeod) $3.50; LB $3.10. 


Each book is listed in its section alphabetically by author or 
editor. The title appears in capitals, followed by the edition, if any, 
in brackets — e.g. (Illustrated Junior Library); the original publisher 
— e.g. Grosset; and the name of the Canadian agent who handles 
the book for schools in brackets — e.g. (McLeod). $3.50 is the 
price of the trade edition which is subject to discount. LB $3.10 
indicates that the publisher also has the book in a library binding. 
The reinforced binding is recommended especially in the picture book 
section. The LB price is a net price. 


STARRED ITEMS are titles added to entries in the original list and 
appear without annotation or original publishers. The Canadian 
agents and prices are given. 


GRADING: Except in the case of Picture Books, the grade levels 
which appear in brackets to the right of each book indicate reading 
and interest levels. For example (2-5) shows that the book can be 
read by an average grade 2 reader in the middle of the year and that 
the interest level goes up to grade 5. This means that the book can 
be used with slow readers in grade 5. 


The text of the Picture Books is usually too difficult for begin- 
ning readers. (K-3) indicates that pre-school and Kindergarten chil- 
dren will enjoy looking at the pictures and hearing the stories read 
or told aloud and that grade 3 children can read the stories for 
themselves. 


ANNOTATIONS: These are intended as a guide to the contents of 
the books, with notations about special points. Recommended titles 
by the same author or in the same series are also noted. Unless 
otherwise indicated the publisher of these added titles is the same as 
the main entry and the price is similar. 


EDITIONS: Many books are published in more than one edition. 
Editions listed here are considered to be the best available. However, 
any title appearing on this list or on the original P. and J. 4 list is 
acceptable if it appears in any of the following editions:

HOW TO BUY BOOKS: Books may be ordered from the Cana- 
dian agent listed, from a jobber, or from the local book store. The 
full names and addresses of the Canadian agents are at the back of 
this book list. 


When ordering books from this list it is most important to in- 
clude the following information: author’s name, the exact title of the 
book and the name of the publisher (if possible both the original 
publisher and the Canadian agent). If there is more than one edition 
of the book both the series and price should be indicated. This is 
the best way to ensure prompt service and it will also make sure that 
you get the correct book and not another with the same title or sub- 
ject. If a reinforced library binding is desired it should be so stated 
or the regular edition will be sent. Prices are, of course, subject to 
change without notice.
